ORTY-ONE THOUSAND members of the National 

Rural Letter Carriers Association, through their 
‘executive committee, which met here during the road show 
doings this week, have gone on record as opposing the misuse 
‘or diversion of motor tax funds for general governmental 
expense. At the same time they urge the continuance of 
| Federal aid because of its many distinct benefits to rural 
people. * * 

SO MUCH FOR THE NEWS end of the executive com- 
mittee meeting, but out of that session came some facts and 
figures about rural mail delivery that seems grist for this 
mill. 














These 41,000 mail carriers, serving 26,000,000 custom- 
ers, drive nearly 2,000,000 miles a day, or nearly fifty times 
| around the world. The reason for their interest in highway 
development is apparent when it is known that 60 per cent. of 
the routes over which they travel are hardly better than ox- 
cart roads. Only 15 per cent. are surfaced. 

What improved highways mean in the way of economy 
is found in the statement that extension of good roads since 
the beginning of the program has eliminated or consolidated 
so many routes that the force of carriers has been reduced 
by 5,000, meaning a saving of $5,000,000 a year to Uncle Sam.

“Through no other means than 
by return of consumer buying in all 
lines can production and distribu- 
tion increase and prosperity come 
back to the American people. Con- 
sumer buying is the crux of the 
Situation. The decline in it is the 
cause of our trouble. American 
manufacturers and merchants, gen- 
erally speaking, have better things 
to offer, at the lowest prices of a 
generation and they are shouting 
from the housetops for orders. 
Surely an end must come to the 
procrastination, doubt and uncer- 
tainty that affects the public mind. 
We have entered a new-year and 
everybody seems hopeful. There is 
a better feeling in the country and 
this improved sentiment indicates 
the mental change which is taking 
place and reveals an element of 
great potentiality for the future. 
Call it blind American optimism, if 
you will, but it has always had a 
way of both anticipating what was 
to come, and helping to bring it 
about. A new spirit of hopefulness, 
supplemented by widespread in- 
dividual] determination and applica- 
tion of energy, will make 1933 the 
year of recovery, which it ought to 
be, in this country of unlimited 
natural resources and wealth. 

“In the matter of restoring pros- 
perity, government and _ business 
have a joint responsibility. How- 
ever efficient, industrious and anx- 
ious business may be to bring back 
prosperity to the American people, 
it cannot succeed measurably un- 
less and until government extrava- 
gance and oppressive taxes are 
stopped. At the seat of the Federal 
government nothing adequate or 
sufficiently substantial has been ac- 
complished towards expense reduc- 
tion, and an increase of over three 
billion dollars in the Federal debt 
has occurred in the last year. Ex- 
penditures run away beyond the 
ability of the people to pay, and 
manifestly these must come down 
before worthwhile progress can be 
made. Promises are given by the 
new administration to bring about 
such reductions and the American 
people are demanding, in no uncer- 
tain terms, that these promises be

I merely make the observa- 
tion that all the curative remedies 
which may help the recovery of 
business should be receiving the 
constant attention and devotion not 
only of business men but of the 
office holders and politicians of the 
country, who in the recent past have 
done so much to undermine the 
security of the economic fabric of 
the country. Never in the history 
have 
inroads been made into the 
resources of the people. Surely, an 
end must be put to the extravagance 
and red tape of government. 

“If I may be pardoned in digres- 
sing, in conclusion I wish to express 
to the men of Cleveland my appreci- 
ation of my official connection re- 
cently established with one of the 
oldest and most highly respected 
industries of the city, and of the 
satisfaction and enjoyment I have 
experienced through association 
with the directors and officials: of 
this concern, which we hope will 
continue to merit the confidence of 
the people of Cleveland for many 
years. to come.”
